Yn rejecting the proposal made by the Communist Party 
for a united front of struggle, the National Executive Committee 
of the Socialist Party decided on a survey to determine the 
possibility of building a “‘third party.”

What elements are behind the third party movement? Some 
of the disgruntled misleaders of the American Federation of 
Labor; so-called “progressives” of the old-line political parties 
who sense a leftward move of the masses and feel the need for 
a modified capitalist program to catch votes; the ton leaders 
of the Socialist Party who see themselves being deserted as their 
own members in increasing numbers engage in united front strug- 
gles with the Communist Party; the politically bankrupt Farmer- 
Labor Political Federation of the mid-west; the hopelessly oppor- 
tunist American Workers’ Party, and the ex-Communist rene- 
gades—-all groups and individuals tied to the tail of the capitalist 
government! 

What objective role can such a third party play? What 
is the political significance of the move by these groups for the 
formation of such a party? 


The only function such a party could perform is to divert 
inlo channels safe for capitalism the growing struggles of the 
workers and poor farmers against the ‘‘new deal’’ of wage-culs 
and relief-cuts, of fascism and war! Such a partu would be 
welcomed by the Wall Strect financiers! 

At a time when the need for united revolutionary working 
class struggle against the offensive of capitalism is greatest, the 
leaders of the Socialist Party have nothing to say about organiz- 
ing the working class for struggle, but move to split the growing 
Unity movement by a petty-bourgeois political party!
